near the tracks. The owner was 
thrown in the “clink” for renting 
the shack, without light or water 
or sanitary facilities. 

He was collecting $30 a month 

for the joint.

Land Apologizes— 

A few months ago Admiral Em- 
ory S. Land, chairman of the U. S. 
maritime commission, came out 
with fantastic charges that “loaf- 
ing” by workers and “infernal 
agitation” were slowing up produc- 
tion in the nations’ shipyards. 

A few days ago Land decanted 
the charges and declared publiciy 
that the workers have been doing 
a marvelous job. 

Labor’s vastly increased produc- 
tivity, he said, has made it possible 
for all the shipyards to break out- 
put ‘records. 

“The shipbuilding boys are ‘going 
to town’,” Land declared. “We know 
now that there is no limit to the 
productivity of the men in_ the 
shipyards.” 

Workers in the shipyards, he 
added, have cut the commission’s 
schedules for ship construction in 
half, and the only limitation on 
further smashing of records, he 
said, is a lack of steel.

InMembership 


International Expanding 
At Amazing Rate, 
Peterson Reveals 


Membership of the international 
association of machinists has gone 
way over the 400,000 mark, the 
highest in history, and by the end 
of 1942 should pass the half mil- 
lion figure, Vice President Eric 
Peterson predicted this week. 


Rolls are expanding at a record 
rate, particularly in aircraft, Peter- 
son said. Most of the biggest air- 
plane companies are now under the 
machinists’ banner, and I.A.M. rep- 
resentation in that field is now 
many times greater than any other 
union, he explained. 

Latest of the machinists victories 
in this industry were at Curtiss- 
Wright plants in Buffalo, N. Y., 
and Caldwell and Clifton, N. J. 
C.1I.0. unions lost elections in all 
the plants. 


“Sour Grapes” Plea 


The C.1.O., instead of accepting 
its defeat in good grace, took the 
surprising step of protesting to 
President Roosevelt against the 
kind of election campaign con- 
ducted by the machinists at the 
Buffalo plant. A C.I.O. letter to 
“F. D.,” released in advance to the 
press, sought to picture machinists’ 
organizers as “disloyal” because 
they pledged they would fight for 
the highest possible overtime rate 
for Curtiss-Wright workers. * 

“We welcome any investiga- 
‘tion by the government of our 
record of cooperation in this 
war,” Peterson declared in re- 
ply. “And we challenge the 

C.1.0. to show any better rec- 

ord. We don’t believe any agen- 

cy of the government will take 


the C.L.O. ‘sour grapes’ com- 

plaint seriously.”

In those days 
we were not used under the guise 
of education to commercialize 
someone’s institution. 

I was very much surprised to 
read in the press release your ref- 
erence to the colored question. The 
white and colored members of the 
American federation of musicians 
have worked together since its in- 
ception. As far as I know there 
has never been any discrimination 
against our colored members. How- 
ever, I welcome investigation of 
this matter by anyone. 

I also read in a press release, 
supposedly coming from you, that 
if we stopped the making of re- 
cordings and transcriptions, 500 ra- 
dio stations and many taverns and 
cafes which cannot employ musi- 
cians, will be put out of business. 
There are some 500,000 juke boxes 
in the United States and Canada. 
These juke boxes alone have taken 
the jobs of approximately 8,000 live 
musicians. There are approximately 
500 radio stations which do not 
employ a single live musician. 
These radio stations are all classi- 
fied as big business. They say they 
need the services of the American 
federation of musicians, but only 
in the canned kind of music. This 
part of our business takes away 
several thousand more musicians 
who would be employed if we did 
not make the canned music, to say 
nothing about the taverns and 
cafes using Muzak, recordings, etc., 
ete. 

Members of the American fede- 
ration of musicians received $3,000,- 
000,00 annually for making canned! 
music. This $38,000,000.00 worth of 
canned music, when distributed 
around the United States and Can- 
ada, takes the place of live musi-| 
cians who would receive for their 


| the patience of the entire 138,000 
mernbers of the American federa- 
tion of musicians was exhausted. 


Again I repeat, this was not the|’ 


action of the president of the Amer- 
ican federation of musicians; it 
was the action of the entire mem- 
bership of the federation. 

It may be surprising to the 

public to know that 95 per cent 

of the music in the United 

States and Canada heard today 

is canned music. Only 5 per 

cent is left for the poor pro- 
fessional musician who studied 
all his life so that he might 
make a living for his family. 

This is not a question of being 

a “czar” or a “dictator.” It is a 

question of a large group of 

men fighting for their very 
existence. 

Insofar as I personally am con- 
cerned, and as long as I am the 
president of the American federa- 
tion of musicians, I shall encour- 
age such action on the canned mus 
sic situation until such time as 
these people who are getting rich 
on our services while our people 
get no money, see fit to employ 
members of the American federa- 
tion of musicians. 

I will cite one case pending at 
this very moment. A strike was 
called on the Ringling Brothers 
circus last June 1st, for a mere 
increase of $2.50 per man per week, 
The show included fourteen colored 
musicians and twenty-six white mu- 
sicians. These men have been out 
of a job ever since June Ist, be- 
cause the circus bought records 
made by our members. These rec- 
ords are now playing the show. In 
other words, our own men are 
scabbing on our men. Would any- 
one say this is a healthy condi- 
tion? If we had not made these 
records, these forty men would not 
be walking the streets without jobs.
